as | got older, | learned that there’s a tremendous 
amount of information distributed over the air. 
Initially it was just getting time signals from WWYV, 
but eventually | grew interested in collecting weather 
data, airplane transponder data, etc. and recording 
that information with computers. It was a natural 
next step to get an amateur license, and | got my 
general in Nov 2019. 


What parts of the hobby most interest you? 


I’m most interested in open-source hardware and 
software, and applying that to radio. Amateur radio 
used to be almost entirely home-made equipment, 
but the demands of/for solid state electronics has 
rendered a lot of the equipment and software used 
today closed source. There’s an active community in 
developing open-source software for programming, 
controlling, and monitoring radios. Some of the 
community is even building entirely new, open- 
source, solid-state radios! 


Something of particular interest to me is being able 
to locate my transceiver at one point in my house 
but operate it from my computer elsewhere, which is 
something the community has been developing 
recently. There are several programs that allow a 
computer attached to a radio to be controlled by a 
client (laptop, tablet, etc.) over the network and 
operate the radio (including analog and _ digital 
modes). 


What does belonging to FLARC mean to you? 
How do you/can you better contribute to the club? 


There’s a real breadth of technical knowledge in the 
club that | always enjoy absorbing whenever | come 
down and talk with everyone. Additionally, | don’t 
have much space for a radio (I only have a 2m and 
very small 10m rig at home) and use the operating 
positions when | feel like working HF. As for 
contributing, | recognize that I’m still young and spry 
and try to take on physical chores for the club as my 
schedule permits. 


What should be the club's priorities in the next year? 
Maintaining member engagement is critical. The 
Kawfee Talks, opening the club rooms twice a 


week (Tues/Fri), etc. are all great ways to keep 
people involved.

FLARC Book Club 


This month’s new amateur radio book is rather 
off-beat. QSL? Do You Confirm Receipt of My 
Transmission (Standards Manual, 2022) is an 
interesting look at the design, distribution, and 
culture of the fraternal final piece of paperwork 
that we do. 


Subtitled “A Visual Language of Two-Way Radio 
Communication,” the book is divided into multiple 
parts. The first is the search for Charles Hallman 
W2RP SK who was the world’s oldest ham when he 
died in 2017 at 106 and whose QSL collection was 
the inspiration for the book. 


The book then goes into an introduction of what 
QSLs are, the anatomy of a QSL, Q signals and a 
“dissection” of hundreds of QSL cards from a 
design and cultural standpoint. 


The book is an interesting read and a point of 
view from visual artists with fresh pairs of eyes in 
looking at our hobby. For those who may have 
also read Hello World: A Life in Ham Radio, (which 
featured QSLs) you will find this book less 
personal but far more comprehensive.

The Red Cross will provide free disaster training to 
better understand what we are doing, as well as drills 
and exercises. Your commitment will be to attend 
training, drills, and exercises when you are able to and 
based on your ability to participate at the time that a 
disaster strikes.

The Art of Homebrew — Part 1

The term “homebrew” doesn’t have anything to do with distilling illegal alcoholic beverages. In ham 
radio parlance it simply means building radio equipment yourself. In my opinion, building a kit is not, 
strictly speaking, “homebrew.” By “homebrew” is meant, in the traditional sense, constructing a 
complete piece of equipment, usually from a schematic or drawing. That would include procuring all 
necessary parts, mounting and wiring all components. It may also mean doing all the necessary layout 
and metal work required, such as chassis or panel work, and sometimes also fabricating special parts as 
needed to complete the project. 


The purest form of “homebrew” means starting out by designing the piece of equipment yourself, 
drawing the schematic and specifying all the parts with component values -- a much more challenging 
effort, that few other than engineers and the most technically savvy amateurs are capable of. 
Of course, after the equipment has been built, it must be tested; and that’s where additional tweaking 
and possible re-design may be needed. 


“Homebrewing” is certainly challenging, even at the most fundamental level; but when the project has 
been tested and proven by on-air results, there are few experiences in amateur radio quite as 
satisfying. Yes, it requires technical and mechanical skills, but when done as professionally as possible, | 
would add that it becomes an art. 


In this series, we will explore the evolution of “homebrew” from the early days of amateur radio, right 
up to the present. And although “homebrew” isn’t as common today as it has been in earlier days, it is 
still alive and thriving among a small but dedicated group of amateurs. 


The Early Days - Haywire 


In the earliest days of amateur “wireless,” most operators were teenagers, often of limited means. 
Those early hams had to scrounge what parts they could from available, but limited sources. The 
receivers were simple crystal sets with a home-wound “loose coupler,” consisting of a primary and 
secondary coil that permitted tapping different windings to tune. The “loose coupler” coils were 
frequently wound on a round oatmeal box. A fixed capacitor, also frequently homemade, provided the 
rest of the circuitry. 


Headphones were standard equipment, but they could be rather costly for young, cashless operators; 
sO one alternative was a single telephone “receiver,” purloined from somebody’s “candlestick” type 
telephone.

Another option in lieu of headphones or a single telephone “receiver” was to use an old telegraph line 
relay, which was more sensitive to small currents than the more usual, but less sensitive telegraph 
sounder. 


The transmitter could be anything as simple as a Ford ignition coil powered by a dry cell, and coupled to 
a wire antenna through a home-wound “helix” inductor, or in some cases, a pair of “pancake” inductors 
forming primary and secondary, made from windings of flat wire or copper tubing wound in a circular 
pattern with insulating strips between each winding made from just about any non-conductive 
material.

But let’s take a look at two ham stations from the early days. The first is a station that would soon after 
be quite famous. It was built by Dr. Frank Conrad in Wilkinsburgh, Pennsylvania. His call was 8XK, and 
his station would shortly become one of the earliest broadcast stations in the United States, KDKA.

Note that much of the station is built on wooden boards, boxes, and crates, with wires running 
somewhat haphazardly all over the station, e.g., “haywire.” It is simple, almost in the extreme, yet it 
radiated enough RF to make history. The antenna coil (left) is a “helix” type, most likely homemade, 
probably from scrap wood and some copper wire. To the right of the coil is a rotary spark gap, and next 
to it appears to be a knife switch, followed by a “candlestick” telephone (minus the receiver element) 
used as a carbon microphone. It is astonishing that from these humble beginnings emerged one of the 
most powerful and famous radio stations of all time. 


Now, let’s take a look at another early station, call unknown, which employs mostly commercially 
manufactured parts. The picture dates from around 1910.

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The neat appearance and use of mainly manufactured parts suggests that its owner was rather well off, 
and probably not that of a teenage operator. The large motor-generator is down on the floor at left, 
with an unidentified part to the right of it (possibly a rheostat to control voltage), and a large induction 
(spark) coil on the floor at right. On the table from left to right, are a commercially built receiver, to the 
right, the spark gap and oscillator coil, the coil connected to the antenna coil on the wall, leading finally 
to the outside antenna by a single wire transmission line. 


Both images illustrate the range of complexity found in ham stations in the first 15 years or so of 
amateur radio, with Dr. Conrad’s station representing the vast majority of them. 


The 1920s 


The 1920s enjoyed some growth in amateur radio, and a marked improvement in station effectiveness, 
thanks chiefly to the availability of vacuum tubes to enhance the performance of receivers; and to 
transform the communications art of transmission by the use of CW (radiotelegraphy) and amplitude 
modulation (voice) rather than spark or arc modulation, respectively. One of the earliest examples we 
have is from 1922, from station 4BQ of Rome, Georgia.

This is actually a rather neat, almost professional station, but with both transmitter and receiver most 
likely homemade. The transmitter (with final tubes on top) stands to the left of the large “all-wave” 
receiver, at right. On top of the receiver is one of the wave band coils available for band switching. 
Note the large horn speaker just above the receiver at right. 


To the left of the transmitter is a crank-up phonograph. Beneath the operating table, at left, are some 
open shelves in which has been placed what are probably message forms, including a file of messages 
handled by the operator. Up until recent years, it was required to maintain a file of messages handled 
by each amateur radio station for at least one year. 


This station, 9YAE, was licensed to the Wireless Club at the Western Union College at Le Mars, lowa. [1] 
The picture dates from the early 1920s, and shows some students and possibly their professor-sponsor 
at their spark station.

Some of the equipment that can be identified are the “oscillation transformer” at left, consisting of a 
pair of “pancake” coils, and the spark transmitter to its left, a broadcast radio console in the center, a 3- 
dial tuner-receiver at right with audio amplifier, and a typical horn speaker of that period. 


Western Union College has no relationship to the former telegraph company of the same name. It was 
originally founded in 1887 as the Northwestern Normal School and Business College. In 1892, local 
businessmen took over the institution, renaming it Le Mars Normal School, for training future teachers. 
In 1900, it became Western Union College under the management of the United Evangelical Church. 
During World War Il, it was a training center for Navy Air Cadets. The name was changed again in 1948 
to Westmar College. Then, after mergers with other colleges and becoming a University, and after 
suffering challenges over its accreditation status, it finally closed in November, 1997. [2]

Station 3AFA in Newton, Pennsylvania in 1927 was licensed for only 15 Watts. [3]

This is a more professional looking station, with medium power transmitter at left, telephone (carbon) 
microphone at center, low power transmitter to the right of the microphone, telegraph key and 
receiver at far right. 


All equipment except the microphone and key appear to be homebrew. What’s puzzling is the 
presence of that medium power rig at left, which was evidently added after the station’s call was listed 
in the Government Call Book. 


The statement “1200 Volts” doesn’t tell us what current was applied to the final amplifier in the 
transmitter and hence the power input, but it was obviously much more than 15 Watts! The 203-A 
final tube was rated at about 40 Watts RF output. [4] 


Here, the construction method was breadboard style (built on wooden boards), and with black Bakelite 
or hard rubber front panels. This was a popular method of building well into the 1930s. The large coils 
at the rear of the high power transmitter are commercially made units, but the rest of the construction 
is presumed to be by the amateur, and the workmanship was quite good.

Here’s station 8BRS of Pontiac, Michigan with a very professional looking, but largely home built station 
in the mid 1920s.

At left are a motor-generator and two transmitters built in wood frames with the usual 
black Bakelite or hard rubber panels. Just behind the telegraph key is a small wave 
meter (required by law), and a receiver to the right. 


The top shelf includes a number of other homemade accessories: a receiving loop 
antenna, and what are probably receiving monitors for different bands. 


At extreme right are hung several spare headphones, and just beneath them, a 
typewriter, on which the operator probably typed Radiograms (containing messages 
received on traffic nets) to be mailed to their addressees. 


Overall, this is quite an impressive station in its day, and it must have taken many hours 
of labor to construct.

Here we see two homemade receivers at left, with the homemade transmitter at right. There are two 
tubes visible in the transmitter, suggesting a pair of power amplifiers in parallel, such as the type 210. 
The 210 was very popular with amateurs in the late 1920s up to the mid 1930s. It was a 4-pin triode 
with a 7.5 Volt filament, [5] capable of about 9 Watts output per tube with about 350 Volts on the 
plate. Some amateurs exceeded its maximum plate voltage rating of 425 Volts by mounting them 
upside down and dipping their glass envelopes in a tray of water to cool them. That wasn’t a 
recommended practice, but hams are prone to push the envelope at times! 


Partially visible behind the transmitter are a pair of RF Ammeters mounted on a panel. These were for 
measuring RF antenna current and for insuring that each wire in the balanced transmission line was 
carrying equal (balanced) currents. 


Here’s an unusual approach to construction, taken by the builder-operator at station 6NF at 
West Norwood, in greater London, England in 1924.

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The ever-present motor-generator is visible just below the operating table, its wires running up to the 
table at right, and from there, to the station equipment. 


| believe the unit on the table at left is the high voltage power supply. It is built “breadboard” style, 
with parts simply mounted on a piece of wood. The three tubes are probably mercury vapor rectifiers 
with voltage applied to their anodes (terminal on top of each tube), to provide high voltage power to 
the transmitter tube or tubes. A handheld carbon microphone is on top of the table. The unusual unit 
at right is a combination transmitter-receiver cabinet; the transmitter section on top, and the receiver 
section beneath it. The meter on the top of the cabinet (which is obviously also homemade), is most 
likely a D.C. current meter to measure transmitter plate current in milliamperes. At far left is the RF 
Ammeter leading to the antenna. In those days, hams often expressed their “output” in terms of 
antenna current rather than power in Watts. The higher the antenna current, the greater the power 
radiated by the antenna. 


Here’s another neat, well constructed set-up, this time from Australian amateur station 5QP from 
around 1927. In those days, before amateur prefixes were established, the “OA” in his call did not 
mean Peru, but “Oceania, Australia.”

At left is a small regenerative receiver with provision for setting the band, and also “band spreading” 
across each band. The “band set” tuning capacitor typically had a value around 100 to 150 picofarads. 
It was a rough adjustment to find a frequency band. The “band spread” tuning capacitor was 
connected in parallel with the “band set” capacitor. It had a much smaller value, usually around 15 to 
50 picofarads, which allowed a finer adjustment within each band and provided somewhat greater 
selectivity. See below for the schematic of a typical tube-type regenerative receiver, illustrating this 
principle. It is from a later design, but it will show a typical circuit, not markedly different from designs 
of the 1920s.

In the photo of the station, there are two transmitters shown. The small unit in the middle is a CW 
exciter, running 30 Watts input with telegraph key in front of it. The larger, 200 Watt input unit to the 
right of it is for AM phone. The microphone on top of the phone rig looks like a classic “condenser” 
type of the period, a variety often used by broadcasting stations in the late 1920s and early 1930s. 
They always required a preamp, and it is most likely hidden inside the cabinet. The picture includes a 
photo of the operator with his YL or XYL at extreme upper left. That wall covered with QSL cards 
includes some good Dx, and stands as a testament to the station’s effectiveness. 


Next, our journey will take us to the 1930s, and it will show how The Art of Homebrew had evolved 
from its earliest days.

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FLARC / FLARES Transmitter Hunting 
By Bob Holstrom - KD2BKD 


NOTE THAT EVERYONE CAN DO THIS, AS A RADIO LICENCE IS NOT NEEDED TO RECEIVE. 


Last month we had a fun afternoon learning about Transmitter Hunting, also known as Fox Hunting. 
Several experienced hunters were showing those without experience their techniques. To start off with, 
there were two low power (15mW) transmitters hidden at the Fair Lawn Memorial Park. 


On foot, low power hunts are a great way to experiment with the equipment and learn. It is less 
intimidating than to hunt a whole town via car, trying to find the transmitter miles away without any 
training or experience. 


Most of the hunters used directional antennas, either bought (Elk 2M/440L5) or homemade (tape measure 
Yagi or Moxon). Karl W2KBF also brought his home made TDOA (Time Difference Of Arrival) antenna 
system. Attenuators were used by some and others just went off frequency. Some just used their 
standard HT with the stock rubber duck antenna.

Much of the experience was just one on one, with Elmering by those experienced showing those who have 
never done transmitter hunting before. Everyone got the hang of it after some time swinging antennas 
around. : 
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Bob Holstrom - KD2BKD, continued. 


After the two low power transmitters were found, it was time to go for an in-car hunt - after some pizza. 
An in-car hunt is not as easy. One must get out of the car, swing the directional antenna around to find 
the direction. Attenuation may also be needed. Having a map, straight edge, and compass is good to 
have, to mark the direction the signal is coming from on the map from at that location. While driving 
and watching the signal strength meter on a radio, one can tell if you are getting closer or further away 
while driving. This works best if there is a copilot watching the radio. Eventually, most of our group 
found the transmitter in about one hour. Others were close by. 


For those interested in learning about Transmitter Hunting, we will be doing similar events again. | find 
it to be fun and very interesting, as much can be learned about directional antennas and RF reflections. 


Some information from first-time transmitter hunters: 


BILL - KD2ZXD: “All I had to use was an HT and an attenuator I built from a kit, but it worked to 
great effect. I was able to find the fox using attenuation and body blocking andI had a blast. I look 
forward to joining the next one and hope to participate in a larger scale, town-wide hunt.” 


NOEL - W2MSA: “7 went into this with no high expectations. My goal was to observe, ask 
questions, and walk around aimlessly while looking at my HT, lol. 


The low power challenge was to try to find the two beacons in the park - which was a bit of a 
challenge. I unofficially found one and didn’t attempt to find the second one. 


After having pizza with the group, I teamed up with Nomar to find the high-power beacon. 


Nomar drove and I navigated, using the map on my phone. We both had only our HTs with their 
factory antennas. After driving around in circles, we kept running into other hunters, so that gave 
us some hope, thinking we’re heading in the right direction. Funny thing is, Nomar and I kept 
saying to each other how Steve WI2W is probably over there hanging out with the Fox already 
and all the other hunters with their fancy directional finding antennas and attenuators were right 
behind him. 


Thad no hope to find the fox but we came up with a strategy as the signal got stronger, I said to 
Nomar, here’s what we’re gonna do, you look to the left and I'll look to the right as we’re driving 
around and sure enough we found the fox and who showed up 10 seconds behind us was Steve 
WI2W and his teammate Dave KD2MOB. I never thought Fox hunting was so much fun.”

Backgrounder 
June 2022 


Introduction: 


The Fair Lawn Amateur Radio Club (FLARC) is in the Borough of Fair Lawn, the county of Bergen just west of 
New York City. 


The club was founded in 1956 in its present state but has been in existence in different iterations since the 
late 1920’s when it was created by several firefighters to improve early town communication. The club is 
sponsored by the Borough of Fair Lawn and has its clubhouse located in the Community Recreation Center on 
20" Street in the Borough of Fair Lawn which also serves as the largest emergency shelter in the borough. 


The club has met in person every Friday evening at 6PM since its inception; the only exception being during 
COVID-19 when it has met via Zoom and continues to hold hybrid meetings to this day. The clubhouse has 
five (5) operating positions and includes newly installed antennas and two (2) Flex radio transceivers. It 
operates a local area repeater (W2NPT) linked locally with repeater NJ2BS which offers both analog and 
digital capabilities across northern New Jersey. It also houses local emergency communications stations for 
Red Cross and local ARES and RACES chapters. 


The club now approximates two hundred (200) members and has exhibited a large period of growth over the 
last half decade. It is the largest club in the ARRL NNJ Section and is presumably the largest in New Jersey 
based on paid membership. Growth had been sporadic prior to the club’s celebrations around its 60° 
anniversary in 2016 when it began a formalized and concentrated effort regarding marketing and community 
outreach. 


Community Service 


The club has been an ARRL Special Services Club since 1965 and has made a focused and determined 
commitment to serve its local community in return for the support and assets provided by the Borough of 
Fair Lawn which is always appreciated. 


e The club provides support to the community via providing communications to the town’s annual 
Memorial Day Parade and Independence Day fireworks celebrations. 

e Many of its members also serve as local CERT members and provide cross-over services to other 
town activities. 

e The club also participates both RACES and ARES activities and is an active participant in NNJ nets and 
drills. 

e Many club members are actively involved in Red Cross communications work and it has been 
recognized on multiple occasions for its ongoing efforts. 
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Community Outreach 


The club has taken a forward-looking approach to marketing and public relations to improve the visibility of 
the club within and beyond the local community. These include: 


e Participation at the Great Falls National Historical Park Earth Day celebrations. The club has 
participated in this event since 2017 by activating a Special Event Station/POTA station and 
discussing amateur radio and its educational impacts with an average of two hundred (200) area high 
school students. 

e = Annual participation in both the Radburn and River Road Street Fairs. The club takes a booth and 
operates both HF and VHF stations to communicate and improve our visibility with the local public 
(“Yes, we still do that!”). These efforts have also been effective recruiting tools for the club. 

e Participation in annual local Arbor Day activities at the Fair Lawn Arboretum and Bird Sanctuary 
fostered by one of our club members. 

e The club’s officers have spoken to local Rotary and Lions Clubs and similar borough and government 
groups about amateur radio and the activities of the club. 

Joint participation with the Tri-County ARC in local community outreach on two occasions. 

Joint participation with the Bergen Amateur Radio Club (BARA) with two annual “Portable Days” 
which focus on “off-grid” operation in May and October. 

Participation in World Amateur Radio Day every April and is a recognized IARU participant. 

A participant in the ARISS international space station program with astronaut contacts with students 
at Fair Lawn High School. 

e The club was a participant in the HAMSCI atmospheric propagation measurement during the 2017 
partial solar eclipse. The club created a public event around participation, setting up a solar 
telescope so the public could view the eclipse and learn more about the radio experiment. More 
than 150 people attended the event. 

e Field Day annually in Memorial Park in Fair Lawn — a highly visible and trafficked area adjacent to the 
community pool. We average from 60-100 visitors to the site. 

e In 2022, participation in POW-MIA Day in September (a first for the club) special event station in 
conjunction with the work of K4MIA in keeping the memory and importance of the event day along 
with local veterans’ associations. 

e Has received commendations from local, state, and congressional delegations for its community 
service activities. 


Social Media 

The club has an active presence in social media with regular posts to its website (www.fairlawnarc.org), 
Facebook, and Twitter. Its YouTube channel averages about 1,400 views per month and has approximately 
one thousand (1,000) subscribers. 


Internal Communications and Outreach 


The club’s motto is “The Friendliest Club Around” and it seeks to maintain this perceptual position through 
various activities: 


e It distributes a monthly club newsletter “The Resonator” focused entirely on the activities of the 
club. It averages from fifty to eighty pages and encourages members to contribute local authorship. 
(Attachment). 
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e = It has initiated an annual membership survey to gauge the interests of club members and the 
satisfaction with and future direction of the club. The survey, first started in 2016, is conducted by a 
market research professional who is a member of the club and is conducted using industry standards 
of measurement. (Attachment). 

e The club has created specific Special Interest Groups (SIGs) to focus the various interests of its 
members. These include at the present time a Contesting SIG: 12 members, DX Sig (18), Digital Voice 
(30), EMCOMM (11), FT8 (20), Portable Ops (44), Raspberry Pi (8), Satellite (17) and SWL/Monitoring 
(25). It should be noted that many of these SIGs are larger than other clubs in overall participation. 
The creation of these groups has been entirely member-driven from the annual surveys. 

e Since its 60" anniversary in 2016, it has delivered monthly presentations on assorted topics in 
amateur radio as part of its highly acclaimed Kawfee Tawk series. This is the longest running monthly 
series of discussions in the ARRL Hudson Division and has featured over eighty (80), speakers either 
in-person (pre-COVID-19) and now via Zoom. Speakers have included Joe Taylor K1JT, Frank 
Donovan W3LPL, Tom Perara W1TP and Roland Leutzelschwab K9LA. It has also included three ARRL 
CEO’s and both Hudson Division and Section directors. The monthly talks now regularly attract 
visitors from India, Canada, and the United Kingdom. 

The club operates a presence on groups.io and has a dedicated Slack channel. 
It operates nets on four nights a week to reach various club constituencies: 
e Monday: “Near and Far Net” to socialize with members via both its repeater and via 
Echolink averaging fifteen check-ins per week 
e Tuesday: “Pop-Up Tuesday” is a pure social net both in clubhouse and via Zoom that is 
“non-ham” related chatter and “show and tells.” It has a rotating roster of weekly check 
‘in’s. 
Wednesday: “The Umbrella Net” is a health and welfare net 
Wednesday: ARES weekly net 
Thursday: “DMR” net 


COVID-19 and Internal Communications 


As you might recall, northern New Jersey was deeply impacted by the appearance of COVID-19 and the area 
was locked-down far earlier than the rest of the nation. To date, more than 3,100 people have died from the 
virus from Bergen County. 


The club took a proactive position at the start of the lock-down and established, which many have considered 
to be, the first-in-the-nation nightly health and welfare amateur net beginning on February 13, 2020, and ran 
consecutively for approximately two hundred nights. The club was featured on both QRZ and the Ham Radio 
Nation and ICQ (UK) podcasts for its efforts. The net now meets weekly as the Wednesday “Umbrella Net” 
noted above. 

Other Outreach: 


The club provides monthly VE testing and has a partnership with the NNJ Red Cross Amateur Radio Club in 
Fairfield, NJ in order to provide amateur instruction for various license classes. 


The club conducts both an annual ham fest (June) and auction (November) as both fund-raising and social 
activities. 


It conducts annual foxhunts with the public invited. 
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It has instituted an outreach program to area hams who may not belong to a local club to join with FLARC as 
part of its Field Day program. Citing that “no ham should be homeless at Field Day” it focuses on fraternity, 
camaraderie, and activity at the biggest event of the amateur calendar year. 


It has taken part in regular member “field trips” to local radio stations, historical locations (Edison National 
Historical Park), and to ARRL/W1AW to keep members engaged. 


The club believes that creating a community of other amateur operators and clubs is in the best interest of 
the hobby. It is now in the process of creating and formalizing a “partner club” relationship with the West 
Palm Beach Amateur Radio Group (WBARG) in south Florida to exchange ideas, activities, and friendships 
with members of that club.

Designated trails 
such as the Appalachian or scenic rivers like the Delaware can 
be activated if you are within 100 feet of the river/trail and 
on public property. If that trail/river runs through a POTA 
park and you are within the 100 foot line from the river then 
you get credit for both.

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Theoretics Demystified 


This time the subject is amplifiers. 


It all started about a hundred years ago when a third 
element was introduced into the diode vacuum tube, (we 
will go into later) which consisted of a loop of wire that was 
heated when an electric current was passed through it and 
it was called the filament, (the same as a light bulb); but at 
a lower voltage so it glowed reddish orange and lasted a 
much longer time than the light bulbs of the time. 


Edison noticed that there was a darkening on the inside 
of the vacuum bulb, most noticeably near the end of the 
filament that was connected to the positive terminal of 
the battery. He tried several things including adding a 
second element in hopes of eliminating the dark deposits 
that ended up on the inside of the evacuated bulb. 


Edison also noticed that when this plate was made 
positive, a current would flow but if negative, none would 
flow (using a galvanometer). He also made some effort to 
find a practical use for his effect, which he named ‘The 
Edison Effect’ — including a type of telegraph sounder 
control device, but nothing further was done with the 
discovery until the physicist John Fleming came along. 
However, physicist Owen Richardson did research and 
coined the term ‘thermionic effect;’ but it took Fleming to 
develop the Edison/thermionic effect into something 
practical. 


In 1904 Fleming used the principle of the Edison Effect to 
deliberately make a diode, that is an evacuated bulb with 
a glowing filament and a plate, which could be used as a 
detector of amplitude modulated signals. 


In 1906, American Lee De Forest added a third element 
that was able to control the amount of current flowing 
from the filament/cathode to the plate. This was done by 
controlling the voltage impressed upon it and thence the 
name control grid—which was a screen-like affair like a 
ladder. This meant that one could control current flow in 
the ‘tube’ by changing the voltage applied to the grid of 
the tube. All this information is very elementary, but this 
column is written for someone new to electronics or the 
casual reader. There is very much more if you care to do 
the investigation. 


This leads us to the subject of amplifiers. Very simply, 
amplifiers consist of two circuits — signal in, with the 
proper components targeted for the frequency to be 
amplified; and signal out, with frequency and impedance 
matching for the output or next stage. Remember that 
impedance is AC resistance at a particular frequency, and 
frequency means cycles (changes in polarity) per second. 


Taking audio amplifiers in particular, the input is usually 
connected to the amplifier elements through a capacitor 
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Theoretics Demystified, continued 


of some value to isolate the audio signal from the direct 
current used for the tube or solid-state device. The input 
is usually of a high impedance so as not to load down the 
input device or the detector stage if used in a radio. 


How it very basically works is that the AC audio voltage 
impressed on the tube’s control grid varies the plate 
current in response to the input voltage on the control 
grid and the voltage drop between the plate and its 
positive supply produces an output voltage many times 
greater than the input voltage on the tube. 


The voltage drop in the early years was placed across a 
transformer which changed the high impedance to a 
lower one that could be used by a speaker. There were 
some very early radios that had a high impedance horn 
that was connected directly between the B+ (high 
voltage plus) and the plate of the tube. This practice was 
infrequent as a user could be hurt by the high voltage 
while connecting the speaker horn. For safety’s sake and 
esthetics, speakers were self-contained within the radio 
cabinet. 


There have been very many changes over the years, 
from tube amplifiers to solid state, from individual 
component amplifiers to amplifiers on a chip on printed 
circuit boards to amplifiers on chips with many other 
functions as in your cell phone. There are several classes 
of amplifiers such as class A, AB, and C to name a few 
and now class D and T digital amplifiers. 


Class D and T are similar, but the main differences are 
the method of sampling the input signal which is then 
processed in a digital manner. Class T is the more 
expensive and better of the two. The digital amps are 
extremely small and powerful for their size. But as of 
late, TUBE amplifiers have become the thing in audio —as 
the tube circuits depart a warmer, more inviting sound 
than their solid-state counterparts. 


| have several small tube type preamplifiers which | put 
in the audio chain to warm up the sound from TV, 
computer, and recordings [mostly 78s and 45s]! 


Amplifiers are all the same in the respect that they take 
a small signal, be it audio or radio frequency, and ‘make 
a big one out of a little one.’ There are a myriad of 
engineering calculations and design parameters that go 
into amplifier design, so if you are interested do further 
research even if you never design or build one from 
scratch.

What is the “Grey Line”? 


The "grey line" is a band around the Earth that separates 
daylight from darkness. Propagation along the grey line is 
very efficient. One major reason for this is that the D layer, 
which absorbs HF signals, disappears rapidly on the sunset 
side of the grey line, and it has not yet built upon the 
sunrise side. Ham radio operators and shortwave listeners 
can optimize long distance communi-cations to various 
areas of the world by monitoring this band as it moves 
around the globe. 


hitps://dx.qsl.net/propagation/greyline.html 
Many maps used in ham radio software can show the grey 
line as it moves across the globe with time. 


You can also see clearly, above, that the south pole is 24/7 
sunlight; and above the upper coast of Alaska is now 24/7 
darkness. 


HF radio signals are often enhanced if the DX station is 
right on the edge of the grey line; even more so if the 
signal follows the edge from you to there.
